ADDITIONAL SENTENCES, 
Assault,—Five prisoners were ordered to find bail in addition to other punishments. 
Offences against Person and Properly.—Two of ‘these prisoners were ordered to find bail; and one to be privately whipped in addition to imprisonment, 
Horse and Cattle Stealing, &c.—Two lads were ordered to receive eighteen strokes on the back with a cane in addition to imprisonment. 


Offences against Property.—Five prisoners were ordered to find bailat the expiration of their sentence; fifteen juvenile prisoners were ordered to be cancd— 
145 strokes in all; and three prisoners were ordered to be privately whipped in addition to imprisonment. 


Offences against Good Order.—Five prisoners were ordered to be whipped in addition to other sentences, the number of lashes being from twenty to thirty, 


Three boys were ordered to receive twelve strokes with a cane; and eight boys, between the ages of 7 and 10, were ordered a stroke with a cane for 
each year of their age. Three prisoners were ordered solitary conflnement—one, two days; one, seven days; and the other three periods of one 


week, 


Offences against carrying out Laws.—Two prisoners, illegally at large, were each sentenced to a year in irons, 


Offences against Public Welfare.—One of these sentences included twelve strokes with a cane,

Visiting masters are not included.——* In connexion with the Melbourne Grammar School there are three council scholarships of the annual value of 
$21, for boys under 14, tenable at the school for three years; and two exhibitions of the annual value of £20, tenable for two years, open to the 
competition of boys proceeding to the Melbourne University, whose names ‘have been for the two previous years on the school register, and who have 
passed the Matriculation Examination with credit. The Head Master offers for open competition, in February each year, two scholarships of the annual 
value of £30 and £25,-and four. exhibditions—two of the value of £15 and two of £10. The three senior scholarships and exhibitions are open 
to boys under 15 on Ist February every year ; the three junior to boys under 13. ‘There is also » “ Witherby Scholarship,” the holder of which claims 
exemption from school fees for three years. The school is now divided into two sides—Classical and Modern—from the Third Form upwards, the 
Modern side being arranged so as to provide continuous preparation for commercial or station life-——*'A scholarship of the value of £60 per annum, 
tenable for two years, has been given by Mrs. IF’, W. Armytage, the conditions of tenure being that the holder shall be a resident student of Trinity 
College, Melbourne, and shall have been for two years previously a pupil of the Church of England Grammar School, Geelong. The Head Master always 
receives one son of a clergyman of the Church of England as a resident boarder, exempt from all school fees and cost of residence. There is a Preparatory 
School for boarders and day-scholars attached to the school—*In connexion with the Scotch College, scholarships of the value of Io or 20 
guineas each are given to students who gain a satisfactory position in the class honour lists at the Matriculation Examination, such scholarships to be 
tenable for one year; scholarships value 20 guineas and 10 guineas each (according to merit), open to all boys who have passed the Matriculation 
Examination, to be awarded for excellence in any one or more of the four groups of subjects :—Cl s, mathematics, French and German, English and 
history. There will be two different examinations, the standard required for the higher being that fc Honors at Matriculation, and for the lower that for 
the ordinary Pass. Scholarships value £10 each, open to all boys who gained State school exhibitions or scholarships in 1889. Subjects of examination 
same as those prescribed by the Education Department. © In connexion with the Wesley College there is a scholarship called the “‘ Draper Scholarship,” 
which was established in memory of the late Rev. D. J. Draper, who perished in the London. It is of the value of £25, tenable for one year, Two 
other scholarships have also been founded by Mrs. Powell, to be called the “ Walter Powell Scholarships,” in memory of her late husband. They 
are of the value of £40 each, payable in two annual instalments of £20, and tenable on condition of the scholar pursuing his studies at the University. 
Ih addition. there are the“ Waugh,” the ‘ Eggleston,” and the “ Corrigan” scholarships, each of the value of 16 guineas, tenable for two years. A strictly 
commercial side has been established, in which boys who are destined for mercantile pursuits can, if their parents so desire, be exempt from the study 
of Latin and French, other subjects fitting them for their future career being substituted.——’ St. Francis Xavier’s College was opened during the year 
1878, and many of the scholars were transferred to it from St. Patrick’s, of which it isa branch, Scholarships to the aggregate value of roo guineas will
